THE ISLANDS OF THE PACIFIC. 

A® the Latter-Day Saints have tapreach the 
everlasting gospel to ‘all nations as witness,’ 
it becomes neccssary, according ta,revelation, 
te study the geography, laws, cystome, man- 
ners, and every thing elee connected with the 
history of the world, and the various countries 
that now comprise the veriégated and scattered 
family of Adam. 

As we have commented ‘the labor’ in the 
Islands of the Pacific Ocoan, generally called 
by geographers, Ortanica, we will bring out 
a few oxtracts, from such facilities as we have 
by te, for the géneral benefit of that mission. 

*-Oceanica comprises the ‘slands lying imme- 
diately south of Asia, together with the greater 
pert of those in the Pacific Vccan, situated be- 
tween Asinand Americe. They form three 
qrat divisions: Malaysia, Avstralasia, and 
Polynesia. 

This region extends from north to south 
about 6200 miles, and from east to weet 11,000 
miles. It comprises almost a third par: of the 
superficies of the globe, and ite land area is 
ahout one-elcventh part of the land surface of 
the 

Our mission having been established in Pol. 
ynesia, we will speak of that part only which 
relates to the case inhend. Po'ynesia com- 
prises & va.t space or territory of land and wa- 
ter; soy 150,000 square miles, with popula- 
tion of 6 or 700,000. It is amid that the e!i- 
mate resembles that of the West Indies, though 
more mild and regular. 

“The most useful products of Polynesia arc 
the breed fruit, yamea, taro root, aweet potatoes, 
plan‘’ains, bananar, and cocoa-nuts, besidces 
various freitse, comprising oranges, limes, cit- 
rone, pine-apples, guavas, figs, &c. 

The people of Polynesia are in general mild 
and gentile, yet fierce and warlike when stima- 
lated by some particuler object; and their con- 
tests have been carried on with such ferocity. 
that some islands have been entirely depopule- 
ted; they were much eddieted to various crue! 
and barbarous customs, to which their native 
religion gave full sanction, ef which the sacri- 
ficing of human beingr, the eating of humen 
flesh, and the murder of infants, were eommon. 
These practices, though notso genera! as for. 
meriy, have entirely coased. 

The Ladrone Ie'adde were the first known 
to Europesns of any in this region. having been 
discovered by Magelien in 151% The origina! 
inhabitants have been nearly all extermina:ed 
by the Spanierds. 

The Caro'ine Is'ands are but litte known, 
being situated in a tempestuous ceeen and ex- 
posed to furiocs hurricanes. These islands, 
with the Ladrones, both belong to Spain. 

The Sandwich Islands are the moet impor. 
tant and interesting of this region. Hawaii or 
Owhyhee is the largest of the group: its area is 
nearly equa! to that of the State of Connectiout 

The people in 1819 destroyed their idols and 
embraced Christianity. 

A number of missionaries from the United 
States are residing here. and a large proportion 
of the inhabitants have bees targht reading, 
writing, end arithmejic. Churches have 
been erected: the press has been for some time 
in operation, at which echoul-bookes, the Scrip- 
tures, newspapers, &c. are printed in the lan- 
guage of the country. 

Honolulu, in the island of Oahu, is the capi 
tal of the Sandwich Islands; it contains abou: 
7000 imhabitents, of whem 300 sre Americans 
and English. Meny American and Europcar 
ships are slwsysin port, and a considerable 
number of email vessels belong to the natives. 
Lahe'na, on the islend of Maui, is also a con- 
siderable (own. 

The Mendana Archipelago comprises the 
Marquesas and Weshing'on islands: they are 
very fertile, and furnish food to the inhabitants 
a'most without labor; the people are among 
he most finely formed of any known race, and 
are but little darker than Southern Europeans 
The Society and Georgian Islands are remar- 
keble for being the first in Polynesia, of which 
the inhabitants Christianity. Ove- 
heite, of Tahiti, the largest of the Georgian 
islands, is one of the finest in this quarter o! 
the world. Dancing, once the chief amusemen! 
of the people,was performed on al! occesions of 
pleasure, worship, state, or ceremony, but is 
now less practised than formerly.” 

The Society group, among which are Tshi- 
ti and Tooboui, do not contain more than 290,- 
OCO inhabitants. They are situated between 
ten and twenty degrees of south latitude, and 
between seventy three and eighty three de- 
grees of west longitude from Washingion.

A New Island.—Capt B. F. Simmons, 
formerly of the brigantine Faith, informs 
the editors of the New York Courier and 
Enquirer, that on the 3lst of October 
last he discovered an island not hitherto 
laid down on any chart. Capt S. wos 
oa his way from Sidney to Valparaiso 
when he made the discovery. He went 
completely round it, and found it to be a- 
bout six miles in circumference. At a 
short distance from it he found no sound- 
ings in sixty fathoms water. A large 
lagoon was in the middle of the island 
which seemed to be rich and fertile. On 
reaching Valperaiso, where he remained 
for some months, he waited upon the 
commander of the British squadron and 
informed him of the discovery. He ex~ 
amined the most recent English charts, 
but no indication of such an island was to 
be found. It is situated in the track from 
Otaheite to Valparaiso, io latitude 21 de 
grees 10 minutes, and west longitude 138 
degrees, 54 minutes. He named it the 
Isle of Faith, from his vessel. 


The Great Snow Storm of 1717.—The 
snow storm they have recently had at the 
North, although a very respectable affeir 
for one of modern getting up, does nol 
appear to be any great things when com. 
pared with that of I717—in fact was a 
mere flurry alongside of it. One of the 
papers says: — 

‘The great storm of 1717 shut people 
up at home, as snugly and effectually as 
if they had been locked in.

People made their exit frequently from 
second-story windows, and the trees cut 
down for fuel left Jong stumps behind. 
One Hannah Dingley, a poor woman who 
lived not far from New Haven, was 
buried six or eight days, but was at Inst 
discovered by her neighbors, by the 
smoke of her fire coming through the 
snow. Hannah dieted a la Graham, on 
potatoes and dried corn, and warmed up 
with chairs and tables. A flock of one 
hundred sheep were dug out of a snow- 
drift on Fisher's Island, where they had 
been Luried to the depyh of sixteen feet.’

A FOG IN LONDON. 


There was a remarkable fog in Lon- 
don on the night of November 21, of 
which the London Times gives tie 
following account:— 

During the early part of yesterday 
the fog which overspread the metrop- 
vlis aad its neighborhood was not ve- 
ry dense—at least a Londoner would 
not so consider it; but as the evening 
advanced the decrease of light became 
apparently accelerated by a very great 
increase in the thickness of the atmos- 
phere; and before five o'clock, the 
whole of the metropolis was over- 
spread by that which without exag- 
geration may be designated as‘a thick 
darkness.’ The streets presented in 
every quarter appearances of the ut 
most confusion and alarm. Persons 
on foot literally groped their way 
through the mass of smoke and vapor 
which filled every street, whilst car- 
riages of all descriptions, wagons, om- 
nibusses and cabs, made their way at 
a foot’s pace, and under circumstances 
alike dangerous to the parties who 
guided them, and to those with whom 
they were every moment coming in 
contact. In vain were vehicles pro- 
vided with lamps and preceded by 
torches; in vain was the greatest care 
and caution observed by those who 
led or drove; accidents became of mo- 
mentary occurrence, and amidst the 
shouting of men the occasional screams 
of the few women or children who 
ventured abroad, the glareof the torch- 
es, and the active dexterity of thieves, 
the police found abundant employ- 
ment; while every one who had a 
home and no very pressing business 
to keep him out of doors, hurried into 
shelter with as much expedition as the 
prevailing darkness and confusion 
would permit. 

The following account of the weath- 
er and of the appearances which the 
fog presented has been furnished to us 
from. the neighborhood of Kensington 
and that part of the suburbs:— 

In the suburbs of the town a light fog be- 
gin to be perceptible about 8 o'clock, 
which ccatinued to increase in density 
during the day, aud in the forenoon and

| were,although,th y bad lighted lamps and 
links, got on the heaps of gravel on the 
Park side of the road, and were nearly 
upeet, to the great alarm of the passen- 
gers. Numerous collisions during the 
evening in all partsof the town, but we 
have not heard of any accidents of a se- 
rious character having oceurred up to 
ten oclock, at which hour the fog was 
still very dense. 

From another source we have the ful- 
lowimyz account : 

Yesterday afternoon the metcopoljs was 
‘enveloped ia one of those dense and dan. 
gerous fogs so peculiar to this particular 
‘season of this year, and for which our 
Nclimate is proverbial. Such was the 
thickness of the atmhusphere, that the navi- 
| gation of the river Was entirely suspend- 
ed, not one of the numérous stcamboats 
venturing tu leave their respective moor- 
jings. Indeed, a sort of ‘Egyptian dark. 
ness” seemed to overshadow the city and 
west end, and the tradesmen found We re- 
quisite to light up their respective estab- 
lishments at a very early period in the 
afternoon, Last night the st.ects pre- 
sented a scene of confusion that has not 
witreseed for a number of years 
past.—Tho thickness of the fog was ins 
describab'e; and it was not without 
treme danger that the passengers could 
proceed through the various thorough- 
fares of the metropolis; the greatest 
gloom and obscurity prevailed, aod the 
lamps on the opposite side of the street 
could scarcely be distinguished. It was 
with the greatest difficulty that the vari- 
ous omnibusses, cabs and coaches could 
proceed through the streets. ‘The con-~ 
fusion which prevailed throughout the 
different streets of the metropolis has 
scarcely ever been equalled. It requ'red 
the greatest exertions of the police, to 
whom great pra'se is due for their activi- 
ty to prevent passengers from placing 
themselves in imminent peril. Several 
accidents foccurred, but the reporter was 
informed at the various hospitals, none 
were likely to terminate fatally. 1c was 
stated that tle ‘ight fingered geniry hao 
busily and successfully employed them- 
selves in their avocations during the con= 
fusion which the fog created.
